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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant argues that the combination does 
not disclose "a protocol gateway managing a network connection with at least one registered message router." The examiner disagrees; 
Ramasubramani teaches a protocol gateway that manages network connections (Col. 9, lines 26-30); Barzegar teaches a network system 
where gateways establish network connections, where those network connections are made through message routers (Col. 3, lines 56-58). 
The combination of those two would recite on the idea that the managed connections in Ramasubramani would as part of the network 
connection include the message router. The claim only indicates that the managed network connection includes a message router as part 
of it, not necessarily that the connection must be made from the message router and only to the protocol gateway, which the applicant 
seems to be indicating.. 
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
